He added that Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower as supreme commander 
of the Allied Western front forces 
will be given the greatest authority 
in history, even greater than that 
exercised by old Roman Generals. 
Besides commanding all Allied 


land, sea and air forces, he will 
exercise direct and indirect contro] 
over the civilian life of most of 
liberated Europe. 

The plan for Germany was dis- 
closed in broad outline after it 
was learned last night that no 
Allied military government was 
intended for France, Instead Gen. 
Charlies de Gaulle’s Committee of 
National Liberation is to be given 
control of the civil administration 
of liberated France, receiving 
“military recognition” as the of- 
ficial authority but not being 
granted diplomafic recognition as 
the French “government.”

visory Commission in conjunction 
with military chiefs, an informant 
said, giving this picture of Allied 
plans: 

For some time after the armi- 
stice, as well as before, Eisenhow- 
er as chief of the ‘military govern- 
ment forces will have direct con- 
trol over all parts of Germany oc- 
cupied by the Americans and 
British, or other Allied troops ex- 
cept the Russians. A Soviet mil- 
itary government will control Ger- 
man territory occupied by the Red 
Army. 

Eisenhower will be the man 
through whom the French, Dutch, 
Norwegians, Belgians and other 
Allied governments must deal 
until normal peacetime diplomatic 
and trade channels can be re- 
sumed. The entire economic life 
of Europe will be under his con- 
trol, since shipping and transport 
will be supervised by the military 
for a considerable period after the 
war ends. 

This does not mean the Allies 
plan any military governments for 
liberated countries. All nations 
except Germany and its satellites 
who stay with it to the end will 
be allowed to choose their own 
governments. But in modern war 
almost every function is part of

HOODED MAN SEEN — 
AT SCHOOL PLAGUED 
BY JUMPING COAL 


Pupils Say He Tacked Notes 
Notes on Door, Rapped 
and Ran Away. 


RICHARDTON, N. D., April 14 
(AP). — George Steiner, Plum 
Creek rancher, today scoffed at 
the idea that Wild Plum rural 
schoolhouse’s mystery involving 
“jumping coal” and an “exploding 
dictionary” is connected with the 
supernatural, 

Steiner, who has five children 
attending the school, said he was 
the first adult except the teacher 
on the scene after mysterious com- 
bustion of school books, maps, fur- 
niture and lumps of coal wrecked 
the interior of the room March 28, 
“EM admit it was uncanny “to? 
ee lumps of coal leaping around 
the room,” Steiner said, “but I 
think some chemical was used to 
make it act that way.” 

Steiner said lumps of coal “were 
covered with a kind of a white 
dust that looked and smelled like 
talcum powder.” 

Pupils insist they saw a hooded 
figure run by the window just as 
a pail of lignite coal started bom- 
barding walls. When they went 
outside, the hooded man had van- 
ished. 

Steiner’s 15-year-old daughter, 
Ismarie, said the hooded man 
started cutting capers. several 
capers several weeks ago by tack- 
ing notes on the door, rapping or 
kicking the door, then slipping 
away. 

The climax came March 28 while 
Mrs. Papline Rebel, the teacher, 
was giving an arithmetic test. Pa- 
per on which the children were 
writing caught fire, and books in 
their desks started to burn. This 
was followed by an explosion of 
the dictionary and bombardment 
of the walls by chunks of coal.

Declares Assistant 
spector Also Ordered 
Cartridges Moved, ‘Or 
I Went Out.’ 


Testimony that orders were re- 
ceived to pass uninspected ammu- 
nition was given today by Paul 
Eugene Thaller, one of five in- 
spection supervisors at the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant on trial for 
failing to make the proper inspec- 
tion of .50 caliber cartridges at the 
plant Oct. 16, 1942. 

Thaller, under direct examina- 


tion by his attorney, Sigmund 
Bass, said the orders came to him 
orally from Harry C. Boling, an 
assistant process inspector and 
Thaller’s superior, 

“Boling came to me,” Thaller 
said, “and told me the bank (unin- 
spected cartridge storage bin) was 
enormous, and it had to be moved 
that day. He implied that either 
the bank went out, or I went out.” 


Also Accuses Defendant. 


Under cross-examination by As- 
sistant United States Attorney S. 
Russell Vandivort, Thaller said he 
also had received orders that day 
from George John Wuigk, his im- 
mediate superior and a co-de- 
fendant in the case, to submit the 
ammunition to Army Ordnance 
Department inspectors at the plant 
without any inspection, 

At this, William Biggs, counsel 

.Wuigk, questioned Thaller. at- 
empting to show that Thaller’s 
statements concerning his orders 
from Wuigk were merely conclu- 
sions drawn by Thaller. 


United States District Judge 
George H. Moore, in whose court 
the case is being tried, insisted 
that Thaller attempt to remember 
Wuigk’s exact words, After think- 
ing for a moment Thaller said, 
“He came to me and said, ‘Pass 
those tote boxes without inspec- 
tion.’”’. » 

Another Defendant Calle 


Miro Brda followed .Thaller to 
the stand. His attorney, John L. 
Sullivan, introduced a floor plan 
of Building 105, where the Govern- 
ment charges inspection processes 
were by-passed by Thaller, Brda, 
Wuigk, Edmund P. Becker and 
Amos Bruce Phelps. 

Judge Moore called a recess to 
study the diagram, 

Brda said the spot checking he 
did consisted of inspecting 100 
cartridges in: every box of 250. 
Later in the day, however, Brda 
said, he instructed inspectors un- 
der him to spot check only 75 
cartridges in every box to in- 
crease production, 

Monthly production of  .50 
calibre catrridges in Building 105 
at the time in question, Brda said, 
was approximately 25 millino. Not 
more than two or three cartridges 
in any one month, he 
said, that would not fire at all be- 
cause of defective primers. He 
added only about .6 of one-percent 
of the cartridges inspected in his 
department were rejected before 
reaching Army Ordnance inspec- 
tors. . 

First defendant to testify in his 
own behalf was Phelps, who is 
now a private in the army. His 
lengthy appearance on the stand 
ended yesterday with his categor- 
ical denial of any crime while em- 
ployed at the plant, which is op- 
erated by the United States Car- 
tridge Co. at Goodfellow boule-

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt today or- 
dered the Navy and Army to take 
over and operate two war plants, 
Jenkins Brothers, Inc., of Bridge- 
port, Conn. and the Ken-Rad 
Tube & Lamp Corporation of 
Owensboro, Ky., on the ground 
that interruption of work at the 
plants is threatened. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—Three cases of employer de- 
fiance of the War Labor Board 
today awaited presidential action, 
chief among them the Montgomery 
Ward & Co, issue which has de- 
veloped into a strike at Chicago 
and may test WLB authority over 
so-called nonwar plants. The other 
companies are Jenkins Brothers, 
Inc., Bridgeport, Conn., and Ken- 
Rad Tube and Lamp Corporation, 
Owensboro, Ky., both making war 
materials, 

If the Montgomery strike con- 
tinues, the WLB’s jurisdiction 
over nonwar plant disputes may 
get a practical test. Already, 
WLB officials reported, members 
of the AFL teamsters’ union haul- 
ing mail under a private contract 
have refused tu cross picket lines 
at the Chicago plant and members 
of an independent union have re- 
fused to service telephone equip- 
ment. 

A test is probable when the 
President takes steps to force 
compliance with a WLB order, 
by seizure of the company or oth- 
erwise. The order, which Mont- 
gomery Ward has defied, directs 
the company to restore its con- 
tractual relationship with the CIO 
Wholesale and Retail Workers’ 
union pending a determination of 
that union’s majority status, 

The company already has at- 
tempted. to enjoin the board in 
Federal Court, but the board 
questions the court’s jurisdiction. 
Technically, the President as com- 
mander in chief enforces WLB 
orders, and it is doubtful whether 
a court could enjoin him. The 
question of the court’s jurisdiction 
now is before the District of Co- 
lumbia Court of Appeals, 

In the original Montgomery 
Ward case nearly two years ago, 
‘the WLB said: “The most impor- 
tant question is not what effect a 
strike in Chicago would have on 
the company’s business there and 
elsewhere, but what effect it 
would have on industrial relations 
generally... .” 

The Jenkins Brothers case in- 
volves a wage increase and the 
Ken-Rad case involves wages and 
union security questions. 

In its 27-month history, the 
WLB has referred 17 compliance 
cases to the President, seven of 
employer defiance and 10 of em- 
ploye defiance. (The four coal 
strikes are counted as one defi- 
ance case. The Montgqmery Ward 
case is counted as an émployer de- 
fiance because no order of com- 


pliance has been addressed to the 
strikers.)

—145 German Planes 
Destroyed, 63 Amer- 


ican Craft Lost in Blows 
Yesterday. 


LONDON, ‘April 14 (AP). — 
Swooping out of a cloud bank, 


Ninth Air Force fighter-bombers 
destroyed 20 planes on a German 
airfield in Northeast France to- 
day and set fires in fuel dumps 
and hangars, carrying into its 
seventh straight day the pre-in- 
vasion offensive designed to knock 
out the German air force, 

This attack came after Royal 
Air Force Mosquito bombers 
struck Berlin and Western, Ger- 
many by night in climax to yes- 
terday’s assaults by 3000 United 
States planes which destroyed 145 
German aircraft. - 

The Thunderbolts’ attack was so 


sudden, returning pilots said, that, 


about 50 German planes were 
sighted on the field, which was 
raked almost at leisure. The 
fighter-bombers, with Thunderbolt 
fighter escort, returned without 
loss. 

(The heavy bombers based in 
Britain and Italy apparently did 
not fly today.) 

Blow at Berlin, 


The announcement on the Ri A. 


F.’s Berlin thrust said it was 
made by a squadron of Mosqui- 
toes, the same term used for the 
attack on Osnabruck the night be- 
fore when 4000-pound bombs were 
dropped by the plywood planes. 

xt was the first blow against 
the Nazi capital since a Mosquito 
attack March 25 and a 2800-ton 
British raid March 24, All the 
Mosquitoes returned. 

The German radio announced at 
10 a. m,. today that “single enemy 
planes are over northwest and 
northern Germany.” 

A Berlin broadcast said Allied 
aircraft bombed the Rome area 
last night, culminating 24 hours 
of unusual activity over that city. 
There was no Allied confirmation. 

American Plane Losses. 

Forty-four American planes, 36 
of them bombers, were lost in 
raids from British bases Thurs- 
day, and the Allied Mediterranean 
forces lost 19 planes, 16 of them 
heavy bombers, in flying 1800 sor- 
ties. How many of the 19 were 
American planes lost in the main 
heavy blow into Hungary was not 
specified. 

A record fleet of more than 
1100 Mustangs, Lightnings, and 
Thunderbolts of the United States 
Eighth and Ninth air forces ac- 
companied the 500 to 750 British- 
based Flying Fortresses and Lib- 
erators that hit the Messerschmitt 
plant at Augsburg, the ballbearing 
factories at Schweinfurt,’ the Dor- 
nier factories and hangars of 
Oberpfaffenhofen and hangars at 
Lechfeld. 

These fighters knocked 51 Nazi 
planes out of the air and wrecked 
at least 33 on the ground, while 
bomber gunners downed 25. 

The other 36 plames in the day’s 
bag of 145 fell to Fifteenth Air 
Force gunners and pilots flying 
from Italy to hammer a Messer- 
schmitt plant at Gyor, 70 miles

BLIMP PICKS UP FLYER AT SEA 
80 MINUTES AFTER HIS CRASH 


Uninjured Companion Helps in 
Rescue, First by Navy From 
Sea to Airship.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP), 
—An hour and 20 minutes after 
Second Lt. Harvey Metcalf’s gor- 
pedo bomber crashed into the sea, 
a Navy ‘blimp dropped a line, 
pulled him aboard and started 
him off to a hospital. 

The Navy said today it was the 
first sea-to-airship rescue accom- 
plished by one of its blimps. The 
blimp was commandeered by Ens.

Metcalf, of Mirineapolis, piloted 
the bomber on a patrol off South- 
ern California last month. 
Tech, Sgt. James W. Laing of 
Westerly, R. I,, with Metcalf, was 
uninjured in the crash, and at- 
tached a parachute harness to 
Metcalf when it was lowered from 
the blimp hovering 25 feet above 
the water.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—The appointment of Gen, Dotig- 
las MacArthur as Secretary of 
War was proposed by a Republi- 
can and a Democratic Senator to- 
day as politicians calculated the 
effect of correspondence which 
most of them interpreted as indi- 
cating MacArthur is receptive to 
Republican presidential nomina- 


tion. 

Chiefly by what he left uns 
in the exchange of letters th 
Representative Miller (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, MacArthur apparently left 
the way open for a draft move- 
ment, and heartened supporters 
declared they would canvass con- 
vention delegates, 

Direct Inquiry to MacArthur, 

Miller revealed, meanwhile, that 
he had addressed a third letter 
to MacArthur yrging the General 
to state his availability for the 
Republican nomination. The let- 
ter, which Miller said he sent 
several days ago, could not draw 
a reply for more than three 
weeks, 


Miller declined to make public 
a copy of the letter but he told 
reporters: “I think the -time is 
coming when MacArthur and all 
of these other candidates should 
make their positions known pub- 
licly.” 

Replying to Miller’s suggestion 
that he hold himself ready for a 
nomination with which Miller pre- 
dicted MacArthur could § carry 
every State, the General wrote 
that he did not anticipate fulfill- 
ment of these “flattering predic- 
tions,” but he did not say he 
would not accept such a nomina- 
tion, 

Too Late, Some Say. 

Practical politicians took this to 
mean that MacArthur would be 
willing to run, but some of those 
not classed among his enthusia- 
asts thought this word had come 
too late to overcome the lead of 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York, The draft movement thus

Radio Invasion Report Attributed 
To Garbled German Broadcast 


NEW YORK, April 14 (AP).—A 
brief flurry of invasion rumors 
was set off last night by Canadian 
reports of a German broadcast 
that “an invasion force headed by 
Canadians” had landed in France 
south of Calais, but it apparently 
was only a garbled version of a 
Nazi “we dare you” warning men- 
tioning the Dieppe landing in 
1942, 

In London, the broadcast was 
described as “entirely untrue from 
beginning to end.” 

Three Canadian radio stations 
reported hearing the words indi- 
cating a landing was in progress. 
The British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion gave the most plausible ex- 
planation — a misunderstood or 


garbled propaganda broadcast. 
B. B. C, said a Nazi broadcast 


in English by “Don Juan Ibeson” 
beamed to North America, de- 
scribed how invasion troops might 
be landed with air and naval sup- 
port, then added:

LONDON, April 14 (AP).—The 
Russians have captured Bakhchi-

The new advance on the Crimean 
naval base was made by troops of 
Gen. Feodor I. Tolbukhin’s Fourth 
Ukrainfan Army, which previously 
had taken Simeropol and Yevpa- 
toriya. His forces, pressing after 
the Germans and Romanians flee- 
in disorder into the mountains and 
toward the sea, swept up more 
than 300 ditional places, the 
communique said. 

Moscow also announced fhat 
6000 additional prisoners were tak- 
en by Tolbukhin’s army yesterday, 
increasing his total taken in the 
first’ six days of the offensive to 
17,000. Gen. Andrei I. Yeremenke’s 
Maritime Army, also driving into 
the Crimea from the east, cap- 
tured 5000 additional prisoners 
yesterday, sending hig total to 
14,000. 

“Thus the two armies have tak- 
en a total of 31,000 prisoners in 
six days,” the communiqué said, 

‘Two Armies Join Forces. 

The two armies have now joined 
for the final drive to crush enemy 
resistance, it reported. 

Gen. Gregory Zhukovs first 
Ukrainian Army clearing the area 
north of the upper Dnestr below 
the old Poland city of Tarnopol 
captured more than 40 populated 
places during the day, the com- 
munique said.

Failure to Combat Or- 
ganized Groups Has 
Turned People Against 
Badoglio Government, 
Commissioner Says.

NAPLES, April 14.—Lt. Col. G. 
H. McCaffrey, field civil affairs 
officer of the Allied Control Com- 
mission of Italy, charged today 
that organized Fascist groups were 
operating in nine provinces of 
Southern Italy and that the peo- 
ple blamed the present Italian 
Government for failure to combat 

them. 

In a fornmal report to the ACC’s 
monthly conference, McCaffrey, a 
former New York business man, 
gaid that the political situation 
in the area, which embraces four 
million people, was “unsatisfac- 
to ” 


Known as Region II under the 
ACC organization, this part rough- 
ly comprises the foot of the Ital- 
ian boot and was turned over to 
the jurisdiction of the Badoglio 
Government two months ago on 
the recommendation of the Allied 
Advisory Council for Italy. Pre- 
viously it had been directly under 
the authority of the Allied Mili- 
tary Government. ACC officers 
were retained in an advisory ca- 
pacity and McCaffrey spoke in his 
capacity of ACC regional commis- 
sioner. 

McCaffrey declared that much 
progress which the AMG made 
against Fascists prior to the re- 
gion’s transfer hdd been lost 
through the obstructionist and in 
some cases outright pro-Fascist at- 
titude of certain Italian Govern- 
ment officials. He said that popu- 
lar feeling against the Badoglio 
Cabinet was pronounced and that 
the structure of administration of- 
ficials in the region “would not 
last for 24 hours” if Allied support 
of the national administration 
were withdrawn. 

In contrast to McCaffrey’s re- 
port, regional commissioners from 
all other parts of liberated Italy, 
including Sicily and Sardinia, said 
that the political situation was 
generally quiet. 

In Region I, the commissioner 
for Sicily, Lt. Col. A. N. Hancock, 
a Britisher, even hazarded the per- 
sonal opiniog at the conference 
that “Badaglio stands a _ very 
good chance of becoming the 
grand old man of Italy,” on the 
basis of “popular reception” in 
Bicily. 

Region II ‘is one of the largest 
fn the ACC’s mainland operation 
and with communications particu- 
larly limited it has been difficult 
to administer and control since 
the outset of Allied occupation. 

McCaffrey said that dealing 
with subordinate Government of- 
ficials in Region II almost invari- 
ably meant long delays, and that 
wherever any ACC suggestions 
differed in the slightest from the 
directives these officials had re- 
ceived from the Government, an 
impasse would usually be reached. 
He added that officials nearly al- 
ways managed to find such dif- 
ferences. 

He said that three subversive 
Fascist groups were known to be 
operating in Southern Italy, but 
their names and composition were 
mot revealed. He said that GIL 
(Gioventu Italiana Littorio), Fas- 
cist youth organization under Be- 
nito Mussolini, had been revived 
and that the organizers had only 
taken theetrouble to eliminate the 
Jast name, so that it is now known 
as GI (ironically, the popular 
mame in the United States for the 
American soldier). 

McCaffrey reported that in 
Brindisi not a single Fascist offi- 
cial had been removed since De- 
cember. Hewrecalled a disturb- 
ance in the village of Bitonto, 
where the angry townspeople 
broke into the Mayor’s house and 
discovered large quantities of olive 
oil, flour and other supplies which 
he had stolen. Instead of taking 
this haul to their own police—the 
implication being that they did not 
trust them—the people delivered it 
to the British Eighth Army as 
proof of irrégularities in village 
administration. The Mayor was 
subsequently jailed.

Stopping exports to the south, 
Aftonbladet declared, would break 
trade with Germany and mean 
that markets in Spain, Switzer- 
land and Portugal also would be 
cut off. 

“There would be severe conse- 
quences to our national economy 
if we agreed to the Allied re- 
quest,” the newspaper said. “Swe- 


den is and wants to stay neutral 


and we have the right to neutral- 
ity.’ 

Authoritative American quarters 
said the communication delivered 
to Sweden was “a very strong re- 
quest” that it cease delivering 
ball bearings and related products 
to Germany.

Gentile has been released from 
the base hospital where he was 
treated for minor injuries. A 
friend who talked with him this 
morning said Gentile could have 
got three more planes in the air 
“like sitting ducks” and beaten 
Malan’s record, but he saw a 
Focke-Wulf on a companion’s tail 
and left his targets to save his 
friend. 

Then two Germans got on Gen- 
tile’s tail and he had to break off 
in evasive’ action. 

Gentile had hoped to '§ return 
home with Shangri-La—the plane

POWER OF JUDGE TO FIX DATE 
TO START SENTENCE DENIED 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 14 
(AP).—The State Supreme Court 
ruled yesterday that a trial judge 
cannot fix the date when a convict 
must begin serving his prison 
term, 

The ruling defeated an attempt 
by Alvin Higlin to obtain release 
from the State prison on a writ 
of habeas corpus, He was sen- 
tenced July 14, 1942, in Dunklin 
County Circuit Court, to serve two 
years for burglary with the “time 
to begin March 10, 1942.” Count- 
ing from that date, Hoglin would 
have been eligible for release. 

The court held, however, that 
the “law and not the judgment 
fixes the date his punishment 
shall commence.” Otherwise, the 
Court observed, the Judge could 
fix a date far enongh in advance 
of the date of sentence “to let the 


convicted person entirely escape 


punishment.”

ANTI-RELIGIOUS MEASURES

BARCELONA, April 14 (AP).— 
Joseph Darnand, Secretary Gen- 
eral for Maintenance of Order in 
the Vichy Government, has put 
all Catholic youth and other or- 
ganizations in France under strict 
police supervision, according to 
reports today. 

Backed by his militia forces, 
Darnand was said to have put in 
active practice the antireligious 
philosophy of Marcel Deat, Minis- 
ter of Labor and Secretary of 
State, who is now called by 
Frenchmen “the brains of Vichy.” 
Darnand was reported to have ad- 
vised the clergy that henceforth 
Government representatives would 
attend every religious service. 

Reports from France said the 
action was a result of a meeting 
in Paris last month of French 
Cardinals and Archbishops who 
condemned Vichy’s policy of send- 
ing French youths to German la- 
bor battalions and persecuitng pa- 
triots resisting Germans.

PORTLAND, Ore., April 14 
(AP).—Gov. John W. Bricker of 
Ohio, seeking Oregon’s 15 Repub- 
lican national convention votes for 
the presidential nomination, said 
last night that reconversion of in- 
dustry to peacetime goods produc- 


tion should wait “until the last

“The theory that once the 
Nazis are beaten we can fight the 
Japs on a part-time basis is falla- 
cious and dangerous,” he said.

The newest of the line, the P- 
51D, which stood beside the orig- 
inal, bristled with six .50-caliber 
machineguns. The Allison engine 
had been replaced by a super- 
charged Packard Merlin, so that 
the craft is at highest efficiency 
between 25,000 and 30,000 feet. 

To provide clearer vision for 
the pilot, the motor has been low- 
ered a degree and a half. A 
“tear-drop” canopy has been in- 
stalled over the cockpit and the 
carburetor intake scoop has been 
shifted from the top to the bot- 
tom of the fuselage.

men are killed, at war, by the 
action of their comrades-in-arms. 
Artillery fire falls short, bombar-

It should be no surprise. The 
flood of war books that appeared 
after the last war listed such epi- 
sodes as common occurrences in 
all armies. They are no surprise 
to the military, naval'and aerial 
establishments. 

War is just about the most dan- 
gerous enterprise attempted by 
man. Modern war is a complex 
job of military engineering. To 
fight a battle without making mis- 
takes calls for great skill on the 
part of officers and men—greater 
skill than can be pumped into 
them in any 12 to 24 months of 
training. 


Our Army, powerful as it is, is 
still relatively green and inexpe- 
rienced. The Navy, too, includes 
thousands of men who have been 
in uniform only a short time, thou- 
sands of officers whose seafaring 
experience is very limited. In the

Postwar Jobs 
Possible for All, 
McNutt Asserts 


Management, Gov-, 
ernment and 
Labor Must Co- 


operate, He Says. 


NEW YORK, April 14 (AP), 
ANPOWER CHAIRMAN 
M PAUL V. McNUTT said last 
night that wartime manage- 
ment-labor-Government co-opera- 
tion can create after the war “an 
economy of abundance that will 
outstrip any prosperity this coun- 


try has ever known and make it 
endure.” 


He told the American Federa- 
tion of Labor conference on labor 
in the postwar world that the con- 
tinued labor-management co-oper- 
ation, coupled with courage and 
imagination, can “guarantee every 
man and woman who wishes to 
work a fulltime job at a fair wage. 
We can guarantee every farmer 
a steady, consistent and profitable 
return. 


“And in doing this we can give 
full scope to honest, private initia- 
tive—full opportunity for fair and 
reasonable profit.” 


Man-Power Situation. 


The man-power situation is “rel- 
atively good,” McNutt reported, 
and with certain exceptions pro- 
duction programs are on schedule 
or ahead, “notably the crucially 
important aircraft program.” The 
most critical shortages are in sup- 
porting activities such as rail- 
roads, lumber, coal and cotton tex- 
tiles, he added. 

“From now on,” he said, “we 
must expect most of our able- 
bodied young men will be with- 
drawn from our production and 
supporting industries” for the 
armed forces, and “the military 
must have as many as they need.” 
He said the nation was in “a 
fairly sound position” to meet this 
factor with labor shortages caus- 
ing less damage than at any time 
in the last 12 months. 


Warning that the “greatest in- 
vasion in history” is approaching, 
he attacked the assumption that 
the war is “in the bag.” 


“Too many employers,” he said, 
“are today more concerned with 
their position in a postwar market 
than with their position in a mid- 
war crisis. Too many workers 
are listening to rumors that the 
bottom is shortly to fall out of 
war production and it behooves 
them to get settled quickly in a 
‘safe’ peacetime job before the 
general scramble begins.” 


Green Praises U. S. Unity. 


William Green, AFL president, 
said speeches at the forum dem- 
onstrated that business, labor, ag- 
riculture and Government 
united in postwar objectives, 


“To me this represents the 
greatest victory of the war,” he 
declared, “because it proves con- 
clusively that America is united 
for the winning of the peace.” 


The Rt. Rev. John A. Ryan, di- 
rector of the social action depart- 
ment of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference, said a postwar 
international organization would 
require “more comprehensive 
scope and power” that was pos- 
sessed by the League of Nations. 


Eric Johnston, president of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, told the forum in a tele- 
phoned speech from Seattle, that 
the United States postwar econ- 
omy, to be successful, must be en- 
couraged but not controlled by 
Government. 

“Labor also has its responsibil- 
ity in helping achieve this end,” 
he said. “It must oppose unfair 
and. ruinous laws which would 
cripple business, which would dis- 
courage investment in new job- 
making enterprises.” 


Robert Gaylord, president of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, said there would be “tough 
going during transition to peace 
production with unavoidable dis- 
locations, in employment.

Tito’s Balkan Plan. 


» Until the British-American in- 
vasion has been launched on the 
western coast of Europe, the pre- 
cise method by which Russia plans 
to break out of the Black Sea may 
not be revealed. What-may be the 
real thing, but possibly only an al- 
ternative plan, has been shown in 
the new tentative map of Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s Balkans, which

sian-dominated federation comes 
to life the Dardanelles will be al- 
ready outflanked by two Soviet- 
dominated ports in the Aegean di- 
rectly adjacent to the outlet, 

Under the new Soviet plan of 
“16 independent republics” any 
member of Tito’s federation might 
join the Soviet Union. If they did 
so freely and without forcible sua- 
sion from Russia, Molotov’s assur- 
ance that the Soviet Union con- 
templates no territorial aggran- 
dizement by arms in invading Ro- 
mania would still not have been 
violated so far as the rest of the 
Balkans was concerned. 

Gains in Mediterranean. 

With Odessa already taken and 
American bombers aiding the Rus- 
sian drive into the Carpathians, 
the measure of the Russian ad- 
vance westward seems to be the 
progress of the red-starred troops. 
But far more significant, politi- 
cally, has been the ground gained 
by Stalin in the terrain of his 
Mediterranean allies without a 
single gun being fired. The whole 
Mediterranean has been “softened 
up” diplomatically by the able, 
energetic, Soviet Moloch.

A Defense of the Legislature 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A couple of ‘weeks ago, the Post- 
Dispatch carried an editorial whipping 
the Constitutional Convention around 
the stump for its sins of omission and 
commission. In that editorial, you took 
occasion to take your usual slap at the 
last session. Having a certain amount 
of pride in what was accomplished, 
since I was a member of the Legisla- 
ture, I thought of writing you and at- 
tempting to clarify the record. 

As I recall the editorial, it said in part 
and in substance that the last session, 
the Sixty-Second, was a disappointment 
to everyone, St. Louis and Kansas City 
especially. You said that the “blue rib- 
bon” legislators had let the people down 
in spite of the fact that the people 
were entitled to expect more, since they 
* had raised the salary of these legislators. 

In the first place, the Kansas City 
Star, which has a reputation of some 
stature in the western part of our State 
and elsewhere, said after the session 
that the Sixty-Second General Assembly 
was a “good” legislature if not a 
“great” one, that it was the best legisla- 
ture in a long time, that it had done 
more for Kansas City than any session 
in recent years, and that it had moved 
as far in the right direction as the Sixty- 
first had in the wrong one. 

As to your contention that the session 
was a “bust” for St. Louis interests, I 
remember how hard the St. Louis repre- 
sentatives worked to get the 1931 school 
law amended to insure amore equitable 
distribution of State school money, and 
how St. Louis schools profited thereby. 
I also recall the St. Louis urban redevel- 
opment law and the St. Louis teachers’ 
pension bill, just to mention a few. 


- * * 


For the State at large, this session 
saw the Legislative Council established, 
the revision of the civil and corporate 
codes, the placing of the Highway Pa- 
trol on a sound legal basis and an im- 
portant revision of the bus and truck 
law. There were other important bills, 
but the ones mentioned return immedi- 
ately to my recollection. — 

The Republican House, which con- 

ns sO many of the men you depre- 
cate as the “blue ribbon boys,” passed 
the tax ,consolidation bills. It is not 
their responsibility if they were later 
killed in a Senate committee. As -has 
been charged, there may have been 
those who voted for the bills depending 
upon the Senate to do this little chore 
for them, but if so, they were greatly 
in the minority. 

The merit system bill was killed in 
the House, but events have borne out 
Speaker Elliott’s contention that war- 
time is no time to pass such a bill. You 
probably know that the Merit System 
Council is unable to get people to apply 
for jobs at the present time. Ask any. 
employer if he intends to put up with 
some of the help he is forced to take 
now because he can get no other. 

Gov. Donnell did suggest postpone- 
ment of the effective date of the bill 
until after the war, but if the system 
could wait that lIgng, the enactment 
could, too. One of these days Missouri 
will have a merit system, but to initiate 
it while so many qualified men and 
women are in service or in defense work 
is just asking for trouble. In candor, 
however, it cannot be denied that there 
were a lot of representatives who were 
opposed to this bill for other reasons as 
well, 

It is true that we short-changed the 
Social Security Administration but that 
situation is being remedied now, albeit 
apparently only in part. 

+ 


It is true that the House turned Gown 
Representative Lahey’s small loan pro- 
posals. This does not necessarily sig- 
nify that they were in league with the 
devil. The House also took away the 
bank bill from the chairman of the 
Banking Committee and passed it, in 
spite of everything the small loan crowd 
could. do. 

Further, the legislators now serving 
did not seek nomination knowing they 
were to receive an increased’ salary. 
Very few, if any, of the candidates ex- 
pected that constitutional amendment 
to carry in 1942 after its many previous 
defeats. The next few elections will de- 
termine whether the increased compen- 
sation will bring better candidates or 
political hacks who never took an in- 
terest in the job before because it didn’t 
pay enough. 

It is easy to recognize a bad situation, 
but to evolve a practicable solution for 
a complicated situation is something 
else again. It is probably very easy to 
sit in the rarefied atmosphere which 
I presume exists in the editorial sanc- 
tum of the Post-Dispatch and emulate 
the President in the musical comedy 


who often sang, “Take a law! Take ae 


law!” ' 

Newspapers certainly should help 
point the way forward in government, 
but they should also remember that 
Rome was not bullt in a day and neither 
will all liberal proposals advocated be 
enacted in a single session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature.

Two Smart Moves 


If there is anybody who understands the art of 
diplomacy and its finer points, it is Sumner 
Welles, former Under Secretary of State. So 
when Mr. Welles gives his professional opinion 
of a certain country’s diplomacy as “technical 
perfection . .. tough, resilient and wholly suc- 
cessful,” it is high praise indeed. 

This is what Mr. Welles says of Soviet Russia’s 
methods in diplomaty. He bases his comment 
on two recent episodes: the new agreement with 
Japan as to the two nations’ respective rights 
on jointly-owned Sakhalin Island, and Moscow's 
statement addressed to Romania on the day in- 
vasion of that Axis satellite began. 

The revised Sakhalin agreement is considered 
by Mr. Welles to be a major triumph for the 
Russians, in seriously restricting the fishing, oil 
and coal rights which the Japanese formerly en- 
joyed. These are commodities of particular im- 
portance to the Japs for maintaining both mili- 
tary operations and domestic economy. That 
Moscow was able to put over this diplomatic 
triumph proves that the Japs now have a whole- 
some respect for Russia’s armed might. 

This indicates how the whole picture in Eastern 
Asia has changed. Japan went to war against 
America and Britain in the Pacific because she 
believed the Nazi avowals that Russia was de- 
feated. For months, there were reports that a 
Jap invasion of, Siberia was imminent. Such 
reports are no longer heard. Instead, Japan 
shows every sign of fear that Russia, after the 
war in Europe ends, will turn to Asia for a 
military settlement, and a two-front war will open 
on that front. : 

Japan’s fear is justified by the fact that the 
Soviet statement says the terms of the Sakhalin 
agreement “take into consideration specific con- 
ditions created by the military operations of our 
allies in the Pdcffic Ocean.” This is tough 
language indeed for a nominal neutral in the 
Pacific war to use. 

The message to Romania was skillful. By tell- 
ing the Romanians she had no territorial de- 
signs on their tountry, and no intention of 
changing its “existing social order,” Russia 
made a powerful bid for that country’s surrender, 
counteracted the Nazi propaganda about alleged 
Soviet plans of conquest and revolution, and 
notified other Axis puppets that capitulation 
would not mean destruction. 

Mr. Welles’ praise of this message has a 
virtual counterpart in the view of William L. 
Shirer, veteran foreign affairs observer, who 
calls it “a masterpiece of political and propa- 
ganda warfare. We have'tnot seen its equal 
in Britain or the United States.” 

These particular Moscow actions. constitute 
adept and effective diplomacy. They form a pow- 
erful weapon in Russia’s arsenal, a weapon 
no less important than military arms, for ag Mr. 
Welles says: 

Just as speed, initiative and an unswerving 
concentration upon the ultimate objective are 
assets of incalculable advantage in a military 
offensive, so are speed, initiative’ and an 
unswerving concentration upon the ultimate 
objective of inestimable value in diplomatic 


strategy, particularly at ‘a moment when 
world conditions are changing very fast. 


American and British diplomats would profit 
by taking a few lessons from the hard-headed 
men of the Kremlin.

Aids and Barriers to Cheap Housing

More materials than ever before will be available after war, survey 
shows; FHA has accepted 232 methods of pre-fabrication; but the 
public is slow to adopt new ideas, capital is reluctant to venture, 
labor is fearful and outmoded building codes are too restrictive. 


From a Report of the Twentieth Century Fund on 
‘*‘American Housing: Problems and Prospects” 


Postwar housing in America will draw 
upon the richest array of materials, skills 
and technical knowledge that man has ever 
known, but current practices and lack of 
organization within the house-building in- 
dustry offer formidable obstacles to the 
full use of these possibilities, 


New uses have been found for metals 
—steel, bronze and aluminum in window 
sash, aluminum as insulation, steel in light 
structural shapes. The use of copper has 
added to the lightness, compactness and 
durability of the plumbing system. The 
development of plastics has worked a rev- 
olution in paints and glues. 

Numerous new and substitute building 
materials are now: available—asbestos ce- 
ment in shingles, siding and wainscoting; 
bituminous products in roof covering, floor 
tile and waterproofing; rubber, magnesium 
and plastics for numerous uses. 


In the postwar period, the competition 
among materials, for which excess capaci- 
ty will have been created, promises to add 
new impetus to these developments. Steel, 
aluminum, magnesium and plastics are all 
likely to play new roles in house-building. 


Where Technique Lags 


However, these developments have thus 
far not been paralleled by progress in 
either construction techniques or design so 
as to permit the assembly of a well co- 
ordinated house. a. 

One of the newer developments in house- 
building, of course, is the house that is 
largely factory-produced or pre-fabricated. 
Pre-fabricators have tended to dissociate 
themselves from the task of preparing land 
and erecting the structure, leaving these 
functions to local dealers or agents, or to 
operative builders to whom they sell their 
manufactured parts. 


This division of functions results not 
only in divided responsibility, but in the 
loss through increased distribution costs of 
part of the savings effected by factory 
production methods. The pre-fabricating 
business is still too young to have solved 
all its problems, and the problem of a sat- 
isfactory method of distribytion is one 
of its greatest. 

In 1940, only a dozen firms were regu- 
larly producing and marketing pre-fabri- 
cated houses and probably less than 10,000 
pre-fabricated houses had been produced 
between 1935 and 1940. 


Public Resists New Ideas 


Pre-fabrication has received great im- 
petus from the defense housing program. 
The Federal Works Agency estimates that 
over 14,500 units were produced by fac- 
tory pre-fabricators between July 1, 1940, 
and Jan. 1, 1942, The FHA has accepted 
232 proposed methods as eligible for financ- 
ing, 

One reason pre-fabrication has not had 
as rapid a growth as many persons expect- 
ed is the resistance of the public to new 
ideas and approaches in house-building. 


Pre-fabricators early learned that a 
combination of new methods and new ar- 
chitectural forms faced an apparently in- 
surmountable sales resistance, and that 


radical structural changes were more ac- 


ceptable when clothed in traditional cov- 
erings. This compromise has speeded the 


commercialization of pre-fabrication, but 
it has inhibited the advancement of its 
techniques. 

It has, for example, necessitated the use 
of excess material in walls and partitions 
in order to retain conventional thickness- 
es, prevented the application of new struc- 
tural. methods, especially in roof construc- 
tion, and made necessary the retention of 
numerous site operations, such as the ap- 
plication of roof shingles and wall sidings, 
which might well be dispensed with. Be- 
cause of these factors, the maximum sav- 
ings that might result from a thorough use 
of pre-fabrication have not been realized. 


A Deterrent in Financing 


The evolution of building techniques is 
thwarted by the loose and undirected or- 
ganization of the industry. Mortgage fi- 
nance must be “shown” before it supplies 
the lifeblood of production. 

Labor opposes new methods of operation 
and new matecrials that threaten its pre- 
carious earnings. 


Manufacturers hesitate to change’ dis- 
tributive systems to expedite the accept- 
ance of their most advanced products, 
(This has been notably true in plumbing.) 


House-builders, unable to overcome the 
localism of the market or escape from de- 
pendence on consumer finance, cannot 
guarantee, either to labor or manufactur- 
ers, sufficient production to induce them 
to relax their rules or restraints, 


Capital for house production today is gen- 
erally “in and out” capital, advanced job 


by job, and looking to profits on a given 


project rather than on continuous produc- 
tion. Technical evolution, however, pre- 
sents quite different capital requirements, 
The need for larger amounts of permanent- 
ly invested capital becomes apparent. The 
technical gains of the war period may be 
lost unless well-capitalized building enter- 
prises emerge after the war. 


Restrictions in Building Code 


Another obstacle to housing progress is 
the restrictive building codes in force in 
many cities and states. How “fire-safe” 
can we afford to make our dwellings? How 
elaborate can we make our equipment re- 
quirements and still build low priced 
houses? No matter how correct they may 
be technically, codes that raise costs to a 
point where only a few can pay for new 
housing defeat the objectives of proper 
public regulation. They simply result in 
the retention of quantities of substandard 
and old housing. 


Another code problem is that of word- 
ing the requirements for floors, walis, 
structural members, etc., so not to ex- 
clude sound new building methods and 
materials. This can be solved effectively 
only by establishing performance require- 
ments rather than specifications for the 
parts of a building—not the thickness and 
materials of a wall, but the wind load and 
live load it must providé for, or the dura- 
tion of firg it must resist.

O the visitors who saw him 


Just before he left on his present 


pursuit of sun and rest, President Roosevelt showed a face of 
serene detachment. While they itched to know his intentions, 


he discussed his future with the calm of a man who surveys events 


on earth from a favored seat on 


He could take it or leave it. 
That was his attitude. What he 
came back to was a moral respon- 
sibility—a moral obligation — he 
owes to the American people. 

As to the judgment of history 
on him if he should step out in 
January of 1945, Franklin Roose- 
velt has no doubt. He is confident 
about what history would say 50 
years from now. He can step out. 
Or can he? 

This is the question he tosses 
into the air. The anxious visitor 
waits. But there is no answer. In 
the big oval office, the only sound 
is the faint purring tick of the 
electric clock on the President’s 
desk. 

From various quarters has come 
pressure to go on the air more 
frequently—to discuss the war and 
foreign policy. F. D. R. has re- 
sisted this pressure. He has stated 
bluntly to those who importune 
him that when he goes on the air 
again, it will be to say that his 
only real desire is to return to 
Hyde Park. 


He Wants to Travel. 


With visitors, he discussed the 
things he wants to do when he 
puts the burden down. This is 
more or less the way he talked in 
1940. That fishing trip comes into 
the conversation. 

The desire to travel is still ac- 
tive. F. D. R. reminds his visitors 

t there are many places he 
hasn’t seen. About the Southwest 
Pacific he has a special curiosity. 

The visitor, with a burning de- 
sire to hear something positive 
and definite, is likely to be told 
of the arrangements the President 
made in 1940 to write when he 
left the White House. A national 
magazine had made an offer of 
$75,000 a year for one article a 
week. The chief executive finally 
agreed to a contract for 26 articles 
a year at the $75,000 figure.

What the President knows far 
better than anyone else, and es 
pecially the wishful thinkers, is 
that action to come will profound- 
ly alter the political landscape. 
What seems important now is

This may partly explain Roose- 
velt’s detachment. He knows that 
so much rests with a destiny as 
yet undisclosed. 

What I have decided, after a 
canvass of many people in and 
around the White House, is that 
Roosevelt will be nominated for a 
fourin term and will accept the 
nomination.

Notes From Country 


Gentleman's Journal

| ELL—it has hardly been a spring to write 
W sonnets about, with. April turning in regular 
February weather. But this week, at long 

last, there were several fairly good days in a 
“ Af.

Houtteii and Anthony Waterer), high bush 
honeysuckle, some Max Graf roses, a pair of 
wisteria and a damson plum, Each morning 
with the thermometer in the 20’s we inspected 
the lilacs and the buds on the young peach trees 
to see whether they had been nipped. So far 
they have pulled through without freezing, but 
it's been touch and go.

FINALLY, AS MUST always happen in the 
end, it started to warm up. In the evening, 
driving home, I'd see the truck gardeners hard 
at work setting out cabbages and lettuce plants. 
Even the forehanded Victory gardeners were 
hard at work, raking and spading. I stuck it 
out for several days and then played hookey— 
if you can call 10 hours of good, hard labor 
Playing hookey! At any rate, Friday morning 
dawned clear and warm. When we stepped out 
on the terrace, we could see our family of young 
gray squirrels chasing one another up and down 
and around the big oak tree. The chickadees 
who are building in the bird house beside the 
porch door were busily at work bringing in bits 
of down and feathers to line their nest. The 
mockingbird sang from the top of the thorn 
tree, swooping into the air now and then to 
turn an ecstatic somersault.

JUST AS WE sat down to breakfast, George 
pulled into the bottom with old Pete and Jack 
hitched to the disc harrow. You don’t have to 
see George when he's driving those mules—all 
you have to do is listen for him! Well, the 
upshot was that I swapped the going-to-town 
tweeds for overalls and boots, gathered up the 
tools and seeds and hit out for the garden. 
Within an hour we had a patch disced and har- 
rowed, big enough to take care of the early’ 
vegetables. Then George headed for home with 
the team and I got busy. Rows were laid out 
neatly, seeds sowed and the dirt pressed firmly 
over them. Actually, only the early vegetables 
got planted—peas, lettuce, spinach, beets, turnips, 
endive, carrots and onions. Most of these will 
get successive plantings as the season goes for- 
ward. 

After that was finished, Mama came down and 
we dug and set out a new row of strawberries. 
Next I went down the rows of brambles and 
dug out enough roots of blackberries and rasp- 
berries to start a new bed up on the hill. This 
is an experiment, because the small fruits seem 
to have trouble wintering down on the low 
ground. They hold out through the cold weather 
and then winter-kill in the last hard freeze, 
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THEN FRED BENDER came with a truck- 
load of manure which he had spared for me 
out of a car from Kansas City and we got that 
unloaded. Next we dug more strawberry plants, 
carried them up the hill and set them out in 
the flower gardens—Mama has an idea of step- 
ping out into the dewey dawn to pluck a dish 
of berries for breakfast and it may not be such 
a bad idea, at that! I’ve already got a good 
stand of lettuce growing in those flower beds. 

There's one big elm tree which overhangs 
the creek, down by the vegetable garden. It 
saps the fertility from a big circle of ground, 
but is such a beauty that we'd rather grow a 
few less vegetables than cut in down. Probably 
because it’s roots are down in the water, this 
tree blossoms ahead of all the rest and is a 
favorite of the many song birds which inhabit 
the undergrowth along the creek bank. We ate 
lunch under the tree and afterward lay on our 
backs with the field glasses, trying to keep them 
focused on some tiny olive green and yellow 
warblers which were flitting about in the top- 
most branches, and singing delightfully. We 
ended up by being fairly certain, although not 
quite, that they were Tennessee warblers, or 
else the Nashville warblers, neither of which 
have any marks by which you can identify 
them! Our friends the sparrows were there, 
too—the white-throat and song and field and 
tree’ and chipping. 
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A PAIR OF top-heavy kingfishers came pros- 
pecting up the creek, sounding their discordant 
rattle, and a flock of gulls sailed down along 
the river. Overhead soared a pair of Cooper's 
hawks and once, while we sat there, the great 
pileated woodpecker winged his way up the 
valley. All the time, from the woods along the 
hillside, came the chorus of the song birds— 
the titmice and chickadees, the cheery meadow- 
lark, the chewink and the robins, the raucous 
bluejays and the liquid note of the grackles as 
though someone were pouring champagne from 
a bottle. And talking back to all of them, the 
mockingbird. We went back to work from our 
resting place under the big elm tree feeling as 
though we'd had boxes at a concert. 
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LATE IN THE afternoon I put up some new 
bird houses made from No. 2 tin cans left from 
last summer’s canning operations. One of these 
I nailed up on the woodshed and then went into 
the house for a cigarette. When I came back 
out, a house wren was busily inspecting .this 
new, prospective apartment and we hope she'll 
plan to lease it for the season. After supper the 
moon came up round and bright above the hill, 
lighting the valley almost as bright as day. We 
walked down the road to the river, scenting the 
fragrance of pear blossoms, and decided it was 
a night exclusively for 17-year-olds, But a flight 
of big, four-motored bombers came winging over 
with their riding lights flashing and we decided 
sadly that it was a bomber’s, rather than a 
lover's, moon. And we thought of mothers with 
their children in many cities of the world, head- 
ing for the bomb shelters, and of men of many 
nations lying by their guns and crouching closer 
to earth when star shells dimmed the moon's

The New Films 


A Fine Blend of Elements 

“PASSAGE TO MARSEILLES,” at the FOX, stars Hum- 
phrey Bogart. It has a supporting cast that’s practically all- 
star in its own right. An intricately worked out melodrama, 
it has few flaws, many virtues, and maintains excitement from 

beginning to end. 

The picture opens with big Fighting French 
bombers taking off from England for aerial war 
over Europe. This sequence in itself, quite 
apart from the picture assa whole or the story 
it tells, is a thing of beauty. Camera work as 
sensitive as the eyes of a fly record the prepara- 
tions for the takeoffs and take significant time 
out to put in shots of the field, the flyers and 
the planes. When the planes begin to leave the 

ground, it is emotionally as though the audience itself has sent 
them off. 

Claude Rains, playing the part of a ground officer with a 
patch over one eye, strolls nattily into this scene with a news- 
paperman who's after a story. One of the flyers preparing to 
take off is Matrac, played by Bogart. “That fellow has the 
strongest and strangest face I've ever seen, not a fellow to 
trifle with,” says the newspaperman. “You're right,” says 
Rains. The two men, in the fashion made both popular and 
effective by writers such as the late Joseph Conrad, settle 
down in an easy chair. “Here’s the story of Matrac,” says 
Rains, “not for publication just yet.” And off we go. 

A French freighter is seen ploughing through the seas off 
South America en route to far-distant France. The camera, 
in the nice significant way it had in the opening airplane 
scene, moves about from one group of men to another as 
Rains’ voice, in the story’s foreground, calls them to the news- 
paperman’s and to your attention, There's the bearded Breton 
skipper, straight as a die, who knows all the little swirls in 
all the seven seas like you know all the little bills that go to 
make up your whole week’s expenditures. The skipper’s played 
by Victor Francen. There’s the Fascist-minded French Army 
Major, played by Sydney Greenstreet. There’s the silent and 
devoted Second Mate, Monte Blue, You see the human ele- 
ments in the deck crew, the “riff-raf@’ of the engine room, 
and the British-hating First Mate, Edward Ciannelli. 


But No 'Schmoos’ for Bogart 

Rather casually, but with precise emphases, the character 
of the men, the vastness @f the sea and the divisions caused 
on board by the impending fall. to the Nazis of France are 
sketched in. Then the ship’s lookouts, watching for sub- 
marines, shout the sighting of a craft on the horizon. It turns 
out to be a canoe, in which five unconscious men are lying. 
They are Bogart, Philip Dorn, Helmut Dantine, Peter Lorre 
and George Tobias. As Rains explains, the camera flashes 
back to show scenes of the men’s pasts. They are escaped 
convicts from France’s penal colony, Devil's Island. 

Over the air comes the message that France has capit- 
ulated. The skipper and half the crew decide to take the ship 
into England. The Fascists, headed by Greenstreet, attempt a 
mutiny.: A German bomber later smashes up the ship a bit, 
but is finally downed. The ship makes England, due to the 
unity and resolution of the convicts, the only group of men who 
know what full slavery is and dream ardently of freedom. 

That’s the whole story. But when it is all over and you 
look back on it, you feel like tipping your hat to the director 
(Michael Curtiz) who blended such diverse elements as the 
opening airplane scenes, the middle ship scenes and the later 
flash-back scenes of life in the penal colony, and made them 
all such alive parts of the same story. 

Footnote for those who want love or nothing with their 
Bogarts. There's a little “schmoos” in the picture but very little, 
with Michele Morgan as Bogart’s more tender than passionate 


partner. 
An Authentic War Picture 


“NO GREATER LOVE,” the Russian-made picture at 
the MISSOURI the opening show of which Wednesday night 
was sponsored by the Junior League of St. Louis and the local 

office of the Women’s Army Corps, is a first- 
class portrayal of war in Russia that pulls no 
punches. 

The Russian in which the picture was spoken 
originally has been taken out and American 
voices dubbed in for all the characters. The 
Russian people portrayed are, in the main, most 
attractive in their appearance, the second femi- 
nine lead and the male hero in particular being 
as handsome and likeable, by our standards, 

as any people out of Hollywood. 

Because their agonies and struggles have been told with 
much imagination and sense of human as well as dramatic 
values, the picture should become a must for all those who 
wish to see what war, stripped of verbiage and romantic veils, 
is like, and who also have the curiosity to see how people 
behave when their total resources of courage and fortitude 
are called on. 

But because the unadorned inhumanities of the con- 
flict have been shown in order that the full extent of the 
tragedy may be grasped, there will probably be many who'll 
be repelled. 

Highlights are the transformation of a peasant woman into 
a guerrilla fighter and the capture of a German general. There 
is a minimum of sentiment expressed that might be construed 
as propaganda. A last-minute rescue from the Nazis of the 
woman guerrilla fighter, as the noose is about to be put over 
her head, may seem a bit tricky. On the other hand, the 
history of the war has provided many such — appar- 
ently well authenticated. 

“No Greater Love,” not unlike the American-made “North 
Star,” opens with the evacuation after the invasion of a 


Russian border village. 


‘Russians,’ Shaw, and Others 
“THREE RUSSIAN GIRLS,” at the ORPHEUM, will make 
a fairly pleasant way of passing the time. It might have 
seemed more enjoyable than merely pleasatit were it not for 
the presence, the|same week, of the real thing 
at the Missouri in the “No Greater Love” pic- 
ture, 
Anna Sten, who remains one of the screen's 
loveliest women, plays the chief Russian girl 
in the picture, With ag many pretty girls in the 
picture as Russian Army nurses as you can wolf 
in a good day’s walk down Washington avenue, 
“Three Russian Girls” is not too much about war. In other 
words, there are a lot of bombs shown bursting and half the 
men you see wear bandages around their foreheads, and g0 
forth, but most of the picture is devoted to good old love.

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Fruit for City Gardens 


under the trees, I'll slip out 
the back door on June morn- 
ings to pick strawberries, rosy red 
and chilled by the night, for our 
breakfast. There will be black- 
berries and raspberries with such 
tempting aroma that I'll eat as 
many as I put in the basket — 
when July comes along. And 
grapes to eat as-is, and in pies 
and jellies at summer’s end. Goose- 
berries, rhubarb, boysenberries and 
currants are other delicious and 
hardy recruits for the fruit list of 
the gardener with limited space. 
We are in the midst of the best 
planting time for “small” fruits 
right now. From early spring un- 
til the end of May, they should go 
into the ground. Let’s go out into 
your yard and look over the plac- 
ing possibilities. 
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Along the back fence, you could 
have a row of berry bushes, They 
are attractive to look at and so 
much more than merely orna- 
mental. Boysenberries are more 
like a chmbing rose, They 
might grow up a trellis against 
the side of the garage. Gooseber- 
ries might fit into the plantings 
around the house. And you'll 


Wince: the dew still glistens 


‘want to know that currants and 


gooseberries both prefer a bit of 
shading during hot summer days. 

For those who are just starting 
small fruits this season, don’t 
count on victory in this part of 
your campaign until next year. 
The first year the plants will take 
hold; the second, you'll enjoy some 
of the fruits, and the third season 
you'll win production “E”. 


Now that we have looked the 


situation over and found the 
places where the fruits can grow, 
let’s go into this question of most 
flavorful varieties and the plant- 
ing. First, let’s settle that straw- 
berry bed or border. 


The list of “most wonderful,” 
“most delicious,” most this and 
most that in the catalogues is 
not much help. Old timers around 
here prefer Fairfax, for ita fine 
flavor, its sweetness and its 
bright. color that turns a rich 
dark red as the berry ripens fully. 
Dorset is also very popular. The 
plants are larger, more decorative 
and the berries are extra large 
though possibly not so numerous, 
In the everbearing class, you have 
the choice of Gem, Mastodon and 
Wayzata or Rockhill ag the most 
popular bree 


The trick of planting strawber- 
ries is to set them not too deep 
nor too shallow. Trim the roots 
back about one-fourth of an inch, 
have the ground well prepared 
and use your fingers to set the 
plants firmly in the soil with the 
“crown” or center from which the 
leaves grow, just at ground level. 
Nothing reduces yield so much as 
overcrowding. Figure at least 18 
inches between plants in the row, 
and two feet is none too much 
between rows. Mulching, shortly 
after the strawberries are planted, 
will save you the trouble of weed- 
ing and cultivating as well as pre- 
serve soil moisture and keep the 


roots healthfully cool, Muching 
. = “must” for good strawberry 
eds. 


Eldorado and Joy re tops in 
blackberries for the home garden, 
I think. In the red Raspberries, 
Latham, Taylor and Marcy are 
tops. Indian Summer is the fa- 
vorite among the ever-bearers. 
Bristol, Cumberland and Chief 
rate highest for the black Rasp- 
berries, and Potomac among the 
purples. Don’t plant red and 
black raspberries less than 500 
feet apart for there is a virus dis- 
ease of the blacks that sometimes 
proves fatal to the reds. In a 
small garden, that means grow 
either black or red raspberries 
but not both. 

Don’t just dig a hole and plant 
the berry bushes! They’ may be 
hardy enough to catch hold but 
they wont do their best for you 
unless you ate a little more 
thoughtful of them. Spade up a 
bigger space than you need. If 
the soi] is very clayey, add some 
ashes or sand to the bottom soil 
and dig it in. A little manure 
or fertilizer will be a welcome 
addition to poor soil. Trim back 
any torn or bruised roots, and be 
sure that you firm the earth 
thoroughly around the roots as 
you fill in the soil. A bucket of 
water before you finish piling 
up the soil will help to settle it 
around the roots. 
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Plenty of old manure should be 
deeply worked into the soil for 
rhubarb and it will want a top 
mulching with straw or some sort 
of compost. I prefer the ruby or 
strawberry rhubarb for its tender- 
ness and delicate, sweet flavor, 


Grape varieties are another 
source of confusion to the ama- 
teur. Here’s just a short, but re- 
liable, list. Fredonia is a. new, 
excellent, early black or Concord 
type. Golden Muscat is a beauti- 
ful, tasty golden grape that is 
quite hardy and prolific. Ni- 
agara is a good “white” grape. 
For grape pie fans, there's a seed- 
less Concord that has the fine 
flavor you want—no seeds, and 
somewhat smaller sized grapes. 
Drainage is rather important to 
grapes, so you'll want to dig deep- 
er than necessary for the plant- 
ing and add some soil loosener 
below, if “clay” is your garden’s 
earthiness. The first season, 
“pruning” or cutting back the 
vines doesn’t enter the picture. 
Next year, however, the pruning 
will assure you of good fruiting. 


Varieties in gooseberries and 
currants are rather easy to de- 
cide on. Red Lake currants have 
large clusters and the large red 
berries that epicures of this fine 
fruit praise highly. Gooseberries 
vary a good deal in name with the 
nursery from which you order. 
Let your choice depend upon 
whether you prefer the kinds that 
ripen red or yellow—all varieties 
are hardy and tasty. Plant them 
as you would any favorite shrub, 
in good soil and in semishade, for 
hot weather protection.

HE UNITED STATES gov- 
at ernment has the most exacting 
- gystem of meat inspection of 
any country in the world, primar- 
ily as a safeguard to public 
health. 

The most conspicuous example 
of improvement in public health 
due to meat and livestock inspec- 
tion is in tuberculosis. 

As everyone knows the rate of 
incidence of tuberculosis in this 
country has been steadily declin- 
ing. THis coincides in general with 
a world wide decline, and that 
world wide decline has probably 
been due to more stable living 
conditions, especially a more regu- 
lar and adequate food supply. 
When one thinks of the famines 
thaf prevailed all over the world 
at regular intervals in civilized 
countries down to 1850 the con- 
trast between those and the con- 
ditions prevailing in the United 
States in our time should make 
us grateful.

THE LAST WIDESPREAD 
great famine in the Western world 
was the Irish Potato Famine of 
the eighteen-forties. Famines in 
India and China have kept the 
tuberculosis. death rate in those 
countries high. We may expect 
on the basis of past experience 
an increase in tuberculosis in all 
European countries following the 
famine conditions of this war. 

While general food supply par- 
allels the incidence of tubercu- 
losis, the incidence of tuberculosis 
in livestock is a special condition 
which keeps up the incidence in 
humans. And here the United 
States experience has shown a 


great improvement over the Euro-- 


pean. Here the vigilance of 
United States inspection has 
played the major role. It was defi- 
nitely established that bovine and 
swine tuberculosis could be trans- 
mitted to humans in approximate- 
ly the early years of the present 
century. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment of the United States and 
Great Britain (to make a control 
based on. known figures) started 
to eliminate infected livestock, 

But whereas the United States 
officials were ruthless in-slaugh- 
tering and removing from market 
all infected animals in which the 
diagnosis could be made, the Brit- 
ish authorites adopted a half- 
hearted procedure depending on 
whether the animal showed clin- 
ical symptoms of being sick or 
not, The results were evident to 
the British authorities who found 
themselves with still infected herds 
about 1925, and they adpted more 
vigorous a8 ee nae

THE UNITED STATES action 
was not accomplished without op- 
position. Members of a congres- 
sional committee in 1918 when 
told that progress could not be 
made without reimbursing farm- 
ers for their slaughtered cattle 
asked—“Why should the Federal 
Government pay farmers for their 
sick cows?” 

The answer to that question is 
evident in the statistics. 

I said that the decline in tuber- 
culosis has been gradual all over 
the world. But note the sharp de- 
cline in the United States incl- 
dence parallel with the testing and 
slaughter of infected cattle. 

In 1900 the death rate of human 
lung tuberculosis in the United 
gy was 180.5. In 1941 it was 
40.8. 

In 1917 when cattle testing be- 
gan there were 20,000 cattle tested 


and 645 slaughtered in the United 


States and the tuberculosig death 
rate was 124. In 1927 there were 
nine million cattle tested, 285,000 
slaughtered and tuberculosis death 
rate was 71. In 1937 there were 
13 million cattle tested and 94,000 
slaughtered and the tuberculosis 
death rate was -49. In the 20 
years of cattle testing the human 
tuberculosis rate improved nearly 
half again ag rapidly as. before 
tuberculosis in livestock was in- 
vestigated. This certainly cannot 
be accounted for by improved liv- 
ing conditions alone. The cam- 
paign, against tuberculosis in live- 
stock hag justified itself and will 
go on.

On the face of it, the suit ap- 
pears simple—Miss Iris Gardner, 
42, seeks 523,139 from Charles W. 
Wrigley, 71, president of a Chicago 
advertising firm and brother of 
the late William Wrigley Jr., gum 
company head. j 

Miss Gardner alleges breach of 
contract; Wrigley’s attorneys term 
the suit a “plain case of black- 
mail.” In the middle of this mael- 
strom, Judge Haas has, among 
other things, to decide these 
points: | 

Did Miss Gardner “expend her 
youth, grace and charm” in “amel- 
iorating -his social and esthetic 
well-being?” 

Did Wrigley hire her under con- 
tract for the express purpase of 
entertaining his friends and busi- 
ness associates? Did Wrigley pay 
her $1000 monthly for that serv- 
ice? 

Did he promise to continue pay- 
ments of $1000 monthly as long as 
Miss Gardner lives and also set 
aside a trust fund of $260,000 for 
her ?* 

Will Miss Gardner live to be 957 
Her attorney, John . Vosnos, 
says she will.. For proof he cited 
American tables of mortality.

One thousand dollars a month 
for 54 years would add up to 
$648,000, Attorney Vosnos pointed 
out. He then threw in figures on 
the present value of annuities, 
current interest rates of three per 
cent compounded annually, and 
estimated Miss Gardner is entitled 
to $523,139 (no cents.) 

Missa Gardner's exact duties ap- 
parently didn't make much sense 
to Judge Haas, At a hearing on 
the original petition, Judge Haas 
commented that the nature of cer- 
tain duties she was hired to per- 
form are hidden under “a cloak of 
obscure verbiage.” 

Miss Gardner, Judge Haas went 
on, might have been hired as a 
handshaker or a greeter. With 
that, he ordered her to file an 
amended complaint explaining the 
nature of her employment, her ex- 
perience and aptitude and what 
effort, if any, she made to obtain 
other employment. 

Before his client “went out of 
town for a few days,” Attorney 
Vosnos complied with the court 
order and Miss Gardner’s charges 
were aired a second time. They 
are: 

Wrigley broke a $1000-a-month 
contract under which she was to 
aid him socially. She expended 
her “youth, grace and charm to 
enchant any person or social 
circle” for Wrigley. 

Her charm was necessary to 
Wrigley, Miss Gardner said, be- 
cause of his “uncouthness, in- 
feriority complex and ‘egocen- 
trism.” 

Claiming :she was acting at 
Wrigley’s direction and under the 
terms of the contract, Miss Gard- 
ner contended she maintained an 
apartment.in a North Side hotel’ 
for entertaining his friends and 
business associates, and that she 
introduced him to many socially 
prominent ove 


The complaint added that Miss 
Gardner and Wrigley met in 1937, 
and that he employed her as a 
“companion”, agreeing to pay her 
$1000 a month and set up the 
trust fund, 

Attorney Vosnos added that his 
client performed all the duties for 
which she allegedly was retained, 
but that Wrigley “wilfully and 
maliciously” breached the contract 
in May, 1948, when he said his 
financial condition made it*im- 
possible to continue the payments. 

This, he contends, caused Miss 
Gardner “social humiliation, men- 
tal distress, and physical impair- 
ment,” and made it impossible for 

to obtain “similar employ- 
ment,” 

In her original petition, Miss 
Gardner charged that at his “spe- 
cial instance and request” she 


went to the office of Wrigley, | 


with whom she said she had had a 
long social acquaintance and 
friendship. 

On that day (Oct. 15, 1937), the 
bill alleged, “the defendant was 
expressly charmed and enchanted 
because of the plaintiff's charm, 
graciousness and other womanly 
charms and attributes, and there- 
upon he informed the plaintiff 
she was the person for whom he 
had been searching to assist him 
socially and in business.” 

Miss Gardner said “she was then 
and is now a woman possessed of 
pulchritude, charm and numerous 
other attributes and qualities on 
enchant, charm and grace any 
person; in fact, any social circle.”

After drawing several rounds of 
trumps, declarer then tried out the 
heart break by cashing the ace and 
king, but obviously enough the

Two different points were self- 
evident in this deal. First, it was 
inconceivable that West, having 
led the club queen, could hold the 
ace. Second, since West was 
marked with nine black cards, it 
was extremely unlikely that he 
had length in hearts. way to 
play the hand, then, was to ruff. 
the opening lead without sacrific- 
ing the club king; to lead out 
every trump and one top heart, 
then to enter dummy with a dia- 
mond and throw East In with that 
carefully preserved club king. East 
would have had to hold two hearts, 
hence would now be forced to re 
turn that sult to the North-South 
tenace.
